To Their Rights 


E. F. Upchurch, ot Yanceyvllle, at- 


torney for Caswell county, denied last, 
night that the county commlss'oners 
had glgned a co-op contract. Ho also 
gave little 
credence to 
the re-port 


emanating from Yanceyvllle that the 
county commissioners would have to 
sue the co-ops because the third pay- 
ment ror tobacco raised on the Cas- 
well countv farm and sold through 
the oo-op warehouse in Danville had 
not been paid on January 10, when 
others received their checks. 
. 
The explanation is that in 1922 tho 
county commissioners ordered Sam 
Regan, In charge of the Yancey coun- 
ty farm, to pool the tobacco. This 
was done, the sale being made in this 
city. Howevor, no contract was sign- 
ed and no obligations assumed. 
In 1923 several of the county com- 
missioners directed Regan to market 
the tobacco raised on the farm on the 
auction floor. It is said that this ac- 
tion was entirely informal, the com- 
missioners disregarding the matter at 
formal meetings. Because of this R. 
N. Williams, general manager ./of the 
Danville co-op warehouse, refused to 
deliver a check for the third payment 
until he had referred the matter to 
Major W. T. Joyner, of Raleigh, N. 
C-, chief counsel for 
the Tobacco 
Growers 
Co-operative 
Association, 
°nd had got his opinion.

The action of the'Council to rush- 


ing through Its legislative courses, as 
far as this can he done bv » munici- 
pal legislative body, a vitally amend- 
ed form of the recommendations of a 
special Charter %Commlsslon, raises 
sharply and distinctly the Issue: Shall 
the Council rule, or shall the people 
rule? A hody of nine men, chosen in 
a somewhat irregular manner of nom- 
inating, has now undertaken to 
amend the city's charter and to direct 
its imperative mandate to the Gener- 
al Assembly of Virginia that tWs te 
what the people of Danville desire. 
whereas, in fact, the people of Dan- 
ville have not only not heen consult- 
ed, but have been ignored by the* 
cnancUmanlc masters. 
/ 


This Council, be it 
remembered. 


v,as chosen with no mandate or In- 
fraction tna tit undertake to 
re- 


vmte tile-city's charter. Although a 
charter is the organic or fundmaental 


unicipality. the Council un-. 
re-write this not only with- 


out «o much as a by-your-leave of the 
people who provide the city's revenues 
and clothe its officials with their lim- 
ited powers, but it over-rides tine ac- 
tion of a charter commission whicn 
devoted much time and thought to 
preparing the draft of an amended 
charter. That commission was com- 
posed of intelligent and 
thoughtful 


citizens and the co-operation and sug- 
gestion of many other citizens was In- 
vited. When the commission had com- 
pleted its world! the Council under- 
takes In an unexpectedly called meet- 
ing to undo that work In such re- 
.-,-pects as it chooses and to ignore and 
nullify the plain mandate of the peo- 
ple as to the election of their one offi- 
cial receiving the highest salary ever 
paid to any official tn Danville. 


It would not only take out of the 


hands of the people the election of the 
Superintendent of Public Utilities, 
Purchasing Agent, Clerk and Special 
Adviser to Council committee and col- 
laborator with the city attorney in 
shaping councflmanic legislation, but 
would owisfer this power to a body 
of nine men, of whom five would be 
able to *cloot Oils mst important and 
most 
highly-remunerated 
official. 


The Charter Commission sounded the 
public sentiment of the c?ty and. be- 
coming convinced that It did not ap- 
prove the cwuncOmaulc election of the 
Superintendent of Public Utflitics. it 
refrained from recommending any 
change in the present manner of elect- 
ing that official.

ple of Danville, we find Mr. Carrlng- 
ton. who Is always blunt, If not al- 
ways discreet, calling attention to 
"the necessity of losing no time in 
having It (the Council's Charter) 
adopted by the leiplslature!"- Are its 
proponents afraid for the people to 
be heard? If so. why liave they taken 
snap Judgment upon the citizens nnd 
tax-payers of Danville, and why are 
they afraid for them to be heard by 
a legislative committee? 


If the Council believed that the 


people favored being deprived of the 
opportunity and power of electing the 
superintendent of «orks, why did It 
not submit the matter to a referen- 
dum? Why. indeed, was it unwilling 
to submit the amended charter, in- 
cluding the arbitrary tax Increase, to 
the voters and tax-payers for ap- 
proval? Docs the 'Council feel that 
the voters of Danville are Incapable 
of choosing their highest-salaries of- 
ficial? If so, perhaps it will also 
conclude that they are incapable of 
selecting a Council — as some now 
suspect in view of the high-handed 
usurpation of authority of the pres- 
ent body. 


If the people are willing to abdi- 


cate the last remaining vestige of 
power not heretofore usurped, they 
will sit supinely while this usurpa- 
tory legislation is being "jammed 
through" and will bow their heads 
meekly -while the yoke is being se-,, 
curely adjusted which shall bind 
them.

The authority to increase the fifty 
cent school tax to 75 cents provoked 
the only discussion resulting from the 
charter. 
Mr. Conway wanted to re- 
strict the 25 cents increase to 
six 
years but there was opposition to this 
coming 
from 
Mr. 
Gardner 
w h o 


thought it would be imprudent 
to 
limit the period. 


Discussion of the inclusion of this 
provision into the city charter reveal- 
ed that it would not necessarily mean 
that the increase of 25 cents would be 
imposed since, under certain condi- 
tions this would not become neces- 
sary. 
If a. bond Issue for $300,000 


for schools was carried by the people, 
estimates of the increase necessary to 
meet the^Interest and retirement of 
the bonds show that not more than 
ten cents' Increase would be needed 
which would bring the city's tax rate 
of SI.85. If the bond issue were not 
carried and the schoplboard which is 
empowered to make 'demands on the 
tax payers through the council prob- 
ably the entire Increase of 25 cents 
would be necessary to provide money 
for the schools. 
In Danville during 
the year 1923 the sum collectable lor 
schools was $118.000. The add'tional 
25 cents tax imposed would add an- 
other 559 000 to th's sum bringing It 
to a total of S177 000. 


After all of the new amendments 
had been read and 
explained 
the 
charter in its finally amended form 
was 
unanimously 
approved,' 
Col 
Carrington calling attention to 
the 
necessity of losing no time in havln 
it adopted by the Legislature

1—Chapter 4, Section 5, has been 


re-written so as to provide that all 
official bonds furnished the City by 
municipal officers shall be ,fl!ed with 
the City Auditor and Clerk of Council.

count and a complete file may be kept 
of such bonds. 
2—Section 12 of Chapter 6 has been 
re-written so as to provide the elec- 
tion of the Supt. of Public Utilities by 
the City Council»in the same rnanns-- 
as .is prescribed for the election of 
all other city officials. 
This change has been made in or- 
der that the City Council may nave 
direct control over such officer 
as 


may be placed in the office of Supt. 
of Public Utilities, and we can see 
no legitimate reason why the Supt/ of 
Public Utilities should not be direct- 
ly under the Council as other city of- 
ficers and wja know of no other city 
whose Supt. of Public Utilities is elect- 
ed bv the people at largp.

4—Wo have caused Section 1 of 


Chapter 7 to be re-written so as to 
provide a tax r.ito for genr-ril

l>urpoees of $1.25 and a tax rate for 
school purpofCH not to exceed 75c. 


It In the opinion of your Commlttoo 


that this change is very necessary in 
view of the fact that our city schools 
are much congested and need consid- 
erable improvement. 
The provision 


provides specifically that the Increas- 
ed tax rate In only for nchool pur- 
poses whatsoever. While this section 
provides that the tax rate may be 73c 
for school purposes it does not nec«s- 
sarlly mean that the tax rato will be 
inn-eased by 20e or at all. 
5—section 5 of Chapter 8 tinder 


the old charter provide* for the is- 
suance and sale of bonds by the citv 
Council for any city department of 
$10,000

present provision the Council coulO 
issue up to 5250,000 in $10,000 bond 
issues.

This section has been 
re-written, 


eliminating the 510,000 clause 
but 
provides/that the Council imay insue 
during any one year not 
exceeding 


$50,000 for purposes other than Pub- 
lic Utilities but in no event to ex- 
ceed this amount for any one or more 
departments. 


6—Chapter 8 of Section 6 has been 


re-written in order to provide 
the 


Council with\power and authority to 
issue bonds of the City of Danville for 
the Improvement, extension, and re- 
pair of its Public Utilities, which are, 
of course, revenue producing proper- 
ties, in an amount not exceeding $150,- 
000 on any one or all three of the 
plants within any one year. That is 
to say, the Council may issue §150,- 
000 for water. $150.000 for gas. and 
$150.000 for electric. 


The provision for 5150,00 of Utili- 
ty bonds does not mean that 
the 


Council would issue bonds up to the 
limit in each year nor does it mean 
that such bonds would be issued un- 
less actually needed.

rabbits 
have been 


bred in 'America for years and exhi- 
bit"-' at' pet stock shows. However, it 
is 
.v well known 'that rabbit meat 


is 
fine as that of poultry, and rais- 
ing rabbits for home consumption !s 
•d, proposition for turning to account 
time, space and material which are 
ordinarily wasted. 
The cost ofvstarting a rabbi try de- 


pends on its jgize and on the price of 
material. One can buy two good does 
and a buck of breeding age— -cipough 
to supply an average family with all 
the rabbit meat it would 'care to use 
—for anywhere from .{$1.50 to $10 
each. Hutches may vary, in cost from, 
a few cents each—-the price of an 
empty dry goods' box—to several dol- 
•la.rs.~if expended for dressed lumber 
to be put together by a-, carpenter. 


The first step in selecting stock Is 


to decide on a breed. This is chiefly a 
matter of taste, although it may be 
influenced more or less, bv the marr 
ket that is to be supplied. • :It is best 
to begin with one breed and to con- 
centrate on developing that into stock 
that mav be a source of pride and 
profit. 
" 
One buck, and. two or three 
does 
are enough 'to 
start with. 
Toung 


animals are better than older ones, 
and the buck- should come from a 
different source than the doe does. Be- 
fore rab-bits are accepted, they should 
be scrutinized to see that their ears 
are erect and free of cancker, their 


eyes full a«d bright and'-their tails 
and feet' straight and shapely; and 
that they show no sighs of snuffles, a 
discharge from the nostrils or paws 
soiled'with mucus. If'they have long, 
coarse claws, it is a sure indication of 
old age. 
When rabbits are raised exclusive- 
h' for meat, five or six litters 
are 


sometimes raised in a year from one 
mature doe. but such Intensive breed- 
ing should not be continued for more 
than two years. 
The 
number of 


—oung in a litter varies greatly. Lit- 
ters of ,10 or 12 occur, but these are 
too large for a doe to . raise. 
Only 


six'or>seven of -the best of the young 
should be saved. 
The. age at "which raobjts may be 
bred varies according to the length of 
time required for them to attain-full 
size. Flemish giants are -usually bred 
at nine • or ten months of age, New 
Zealand 
reds at 
seven 
or 
eight 


months, and -Belgian hares at six or 
seven months. 
The period of gestation is -about 


30 days. 
A 
few' days 
before the 
young are expected-the doe's hutch 
should 
be 
carefully 
cleaned

It. The doe -will make her own nest. 
She should- have extra fp.ods of warm 
niash to induce a good flow of milk.

STAYED AND THEY BEGIN TO 


RETURN FROM "PROMISE LAND"

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 15. — 


The negro exodus, from the South has 
been stayed aiid a great return move- 
ment has begun. 
There no longer 


can be any doubt of this. You hear 
it from the railroad 
officials 
and 
trainmen and you see'it for yourself 
on a day's journey through the South- 
land. 
The backward 
flow of the negro 
has not the impetus that at one time 
was attained by the outgo. It is not 
the "result of an exportation nor has 
it any financial backing. The negroes 
are coming back singly or in groups 
of two and three. 
Occasionally one 


encounters 
"a Rooseveltian 
family 


group. A frail .colored -<"oman board- 
ed the Southbond train at "Washing- 
ton. With her were seven children, the 
oldest appearing to "be about ten years 
of age" "With the husband, and fath^ 
er.-this family, too) had :heard the,call 
of the North. 
It had migrate^ to 
Philadelphia. But a family of nine 
on a Virginia farm arid a family of 
ryne in the crowded colored quarter 
of Philadelphia are two • entirely dif- 
ferent propositions. ' The mother and 
children have come home/ That was 
all the money they had. The father 
must work a little longer in the North 
until he. also can .return to the'farm. 


The backward . influx of the negro 


is being, regulated entirely by hi-s or 
her ability to pay the expense of get- 
ting home.
